Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1958. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  my  predecessor,  Dr.  J.A. 
[anraty,  was  in  office  and  I would  take  this  opportunity  to  record  my  apprec- 
.ation  of  his  helpful  co-operation  in  many  ways  to  make  my  taking  over  as 
jnooth  as  possible. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was  25,670 
iompared  with  25,500  in  1957. 

The  birth-rate  was  17.9  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  the  death- 
■ate  11.6.  These  figures  compare  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rates  for 
Ingland  and  Wales  which  were  l6.A  and  11.7  respectively. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  23  per  1,000  live  births  which  is  an 
ncrease  of  4.3  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and 
fales  was  22.5.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  generally  showed  no  abnormal 
’eatures  though  measles  was  prevalent  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 
lysentery  on  the  other  hand  was  not  at  all  prevalent  in  contrast  to  its 
pidemic  occurrence  during  the  previous  year.  Scarlet  Fever  also  declined, 
eventeen  cases  having  been  notified  compared  with  thirty  four  for  the  previous 
ear;  the  type  of  disease  continued  to  be  mild. 

Details  of  housing  activities  and  general  sanitation  will  be  found  in 
;he  appropriate  Sections  of  the  Report,  but  I would  refer  to  one  of  the 
tepartment’s  activities  during  the  year  which  was  outside  its  normal  routine, 
Ms  was  the  bacteriological  investigation  of  the  effects  on  local  bathing 
leaches  of  sewage  in  the  sea.  This  survey  was  inaugurated  during  the  previous 
near  and  it  may  well  be  that  Deal  is  among  the  first  British  resorts  to  give 
he  problem  more  than  theoretical  attention. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
’or  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  the  Town  Clerk  for  help 
'eceived  from  time  to  time.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health 
inspector  for  his  co-operation  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

Routine  samples  were  taken  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  the 
oacteriological  purity  of  the  waters  as  delivered  to  the  public  and  highly 
satisfactory  results  continued  to  be  received.  A report  on  the  examination  by 
the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  on  a sample  submitted  by  the  Deal  Water 
Engineer  in  July  is  as  follows  and  was  generally  typical  of  others  received :- 
"This  sample  is  practically  dear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness 
md  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive. 
It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

Phese  are  satisfactory  results,  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes".
